SIMULATED EMERGENCY DRILL 


On Tuesday August 10th, 1993, the Akron/Canton Airport held a 
Simulated Emergency Drill. The FAA requires all commercial airports to 
hold an emergency drill every three years to put their emergency plan 
in operation and learn from the experience. 


This year, the drill consisted of an airplane crash caused by a 
terrorist bomb aboard the aircraft. A C-47, waiting to be rebuilt, was 
parked on the field to serve as the crashed aircraft. The two field 
fire trucks sprayed a few hundred gallon of water near the site to 
practice using their truck. Green brought in their fire truck also. 


Many ambulances were used to transport the victims to various 
hospitals in Akron and Canton. Two National Guard choppers were there 
but do not know if they were used for any of the transporting. I never 
saw so many FBI agents (from Canton, Akron and Cleveland) and sheriff 
cars (from Stark and Summit Counties) in one area in all my life. The 
Ohio State Patrol also had cars there. 


They had about 72 people made up as victims and the medical people 
did a wonderful job. Each victim had injury makeup on and a large card 
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as to their injuries. The medical people separated the more seriously 
injured so they had priority in transporting. The less serious were 
treated, after the more serious were taken care of, before they were 
transported to the hospitals for medical evaluation. It only took 
about ten minutes in the conference room, to set up operations. 
Twelve phones were hooked up and operational for all the head people 
plus several radios in operation for the personnel in the arill. 


And that is where Amateur Radio came in. Ed Cox, DSA Director for 
Stark County, requested Amateur Radio operators to tie in all the 
various agencies with radio communications. The participating Hams 
were: Chuck N8LIV, John N8WHH, Dick KC80U, Julius KD8XD, Gordy K4FID, 
Saundra N8TZB, Larry K8RMY and Bill K8JZN. We were not too busy but we 
did our job as needed to act as the go between. 


Ed Cox, the Airport Authority and K8JZN, wishes to THANK all that 
helped make the drill a success. The next drill is scheduled for 1996.

The two upgrades were N8XPL, from Cleveland, who went from Tech to 
General and Robert Bonar, N8ZYG. from Canton, who passed his code to 
upgrade from no-code to tech plus. 


Out of the six that came in to the test session with no license, 
only the two were successful and passed the no-code tech. They were 
William Johnson, from Dennison and James Lamielle, from Louisville. 
One fellow that came to be tested, listed his address as New Orleans 
LA. He came in as a Tech but was not able to upgrade. 


Because of the low turnout, all tests were conducted by one team.

UN-LEARNING LEARNING IS TOUGH 


Life is not all goals and accomplishments. It was tough learning 
about failure and how to accept it. Nobody taught me that. I 
discovered everything is part of life and there's more to it than just 
achieving goals. I decided to jump in, go along with living one step 
at a time, meanwhile keeping my eyes and ears open. 


It took me over fifty years to get my Novice license. Each time I 
was ready, my work or unavailability of an examiner interfered. No one 
can say I didn't work hard to be prepared, but each time it got 
tougher. I made Novice with help of the Massillon ARC. Getting that 
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ticket encouraged me to go on for Tech. 


It soon became apparent, "I was having the same problems of 
retention as I did with the Novice exam." I discovered I was over- 
learning. I had to ignore the wrong answers and concentrate only on 
the right answer. I had to travel from the general to the specific. 


I made a copy of the test questions out of the book. Using White 
Out, I obliterated the wrong answer to each question one the copy. I 
now had only the questions and their right answers to work with. My 
retention of the right answer became easier. When I went back to the 
original format which had the wrong answers too, I found I could 
recognize and pick out the right answer immediately. 


Jim Ferguson, N8DZA, of the Alliance Amateur Radio Club, provided 
me with samples of the Tech test. The answers were not in the same 
order or position on each test. The answer in position "A" on one 
test, might be in any of the other three locations on another test. 
These were my testing tools and I didn't mark them up. 


I used a separate piece of paper with a list of numbers, from 1 to 
25, to record my answers to the questions. In this way, I re-used each 
test over and over again. When I started, I had a 50% wrong score, 
then it went down to 35%, then 25%, then to one or two - then bingo! 


I found I was confusing myself with the wrong answers. Learning is 
easy, but unlearning is tougher. If you are having this problem, try 
this method and it should help you with the learning.

BIG THINGS HAPPENING FOR AMATEUR RADIO from the W5YI REPORT 


For many years, we Hams have been providing communications for 
many public service events that was considered questionable by the FCC 
Rules and Regulations. Through the efforts of many providing a steady 
stream of requests to broaden the permissible communications and 
nearly two years of work, the FCC has come up with a change in the 
rules. Effective 30 days after publishing in the Federal Register 
(approximately September 15th), these new relaxed rules will go into 
effect. 


Read the new changes in the various publications and THEN IF STILL 
IN DOUBT, DON'T DO IT. The FCC says it is impossible to make a list 
of all permissible communications. Anyway, it will now be permissible 
to provide communications for various parades, charitable walks, runs, 
bicycle events, eyebanks and etc.. Even will be able to order a pizza 
while on your way home. The NO BUSINESS RULE STILL APPLIES. 


The other biggy, is in a couple years (when ever they get all the 
rules in order), for a fee (presently set at $7.00 per year) if a 
person is qualified, he can obtain a VANITY CALL SIGN if available. 
There are still a lot of details to be worked out before the vanity 
calls will be come a reality, but these details are being worked on. 
We will just have to be patient a while longer.
